WHEREAS, the narrowbanding enforced by the Federal Government has allowed the Federal

Government to make billions of dollars selling frequencies to cell phone providers while municipalities were

taxing their citizens to cover the costs associated with the use of the same frequencies for public safety

purposes, which seemed to constitute an unfunded mandate as well as technical difficulties, and

WHEREAS, the Legislative and Rules Committee is requesting financial assistance from the Federal
